FIREMEN’S PLAN; ee 


VOTH IS LEAVING 


Official action by the city coun- 
cil is expected next Thursday on 
the recent requests of the Up- 
land volunteer fire department for 
slight changes in management of 
the department. 

In the meantime Fire Chief 
Jake W. Voth will retire from 
office and Glenn M. Atwood, as- 
sistant fire chief, will serve as 
temporary fire chief. Mr. Voth’s 
resignation is effective Sunday 
night and Mr. Atwood has ac- 
cepted the request of city offic- 
ials to serve until Mr. Voth’s suc- 
cessor has been appointed. 

To analyze the fire depart- 
ment’s requests Councilmen Rich- 
ard Ibanez and Ray R. Sherwood 
met with a firemen’s committee 
and City Manager Richard G. 
Manley Wednesday night. It is 
expected that Mr. Ibanez and Mr. 
Sherwood, who are the council’s 
fire and police committee, will 
have a recommendation ready to 
submit at the council’s regular 
meeting next Thursday. 

Representing the firemen at the 
meeting were Mr. Atwood, Ernest 
C. Mehl and Mark Bailey. 

Mr. Manley announced today 
that Mr. Atwood had been re- 
quested to serve as head of the 
fire department pending an ap- 
pointment by the council. 

Several persons have applied for 
the position held for 16 years by 
Mr. Voth, and it is anticipated 
that one of these applicants will 
be chosen next week. 








Letter and Picture 
Arrive for Parents 
From Bill Standlea 


Written on October 20 in a 
prison camp.on a Japanese, ishand, 
a letter from Bill Standlea was 
received Wednesday afternoon by 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. U. S. 
Standlea of 530 North Highth 
avenue. 

Accompanying the letter was a 
small snapshot of Bill. In the 
picture he is slightly heavier and 
older appearing than when he left 
for Guam two years ago next 
July. But it is Bill, clean and 
Seemingly in good health, and 
that gives great comfort to the 
parents. 

Bill was taken prisoner when 
Guam fell at the start of the war 
and the first letter from him was 
received last August. The letter 
coming Wednesday was the sec- 
ond to be received. 

The letter was entirely person- 
al, containing nothing whatever 
about his surroundings. He said 
he had received one letter from 
his parents, in June, 1942, and 
nothing since that time, although 
members of the family have writ- 
ten frequently.

| OF $9,940 WILL 


BE SOUGHT HERE 


Not just an ordinary peace-time 
campaign, but rather an urgent 
appeal to every individual in the 
community. 

Such is the Red Cross war- 

time campaign that will be offic- 
ially launched throughout Upland, 
Alta Loma, Cucamonga, Etiwanda 
and Camp Baldy Monday morn- 
ing. The appeal for funds here 
has been advanced to March 1 
from March 7. 
* Precinct captains in Upland and 
chairmen in the outlying com- 
| munities have been provided with 
‘ all the materials for an intensive 
house-to-house campaign. These 
loyal men and women will call 
upon every citizen. 


UP TO PEOPLE 

Success of the call for funds 
depends upon the more than 3,000 
families in this area. A generous 
answer given when the opportun- 
ity comes to contribute in this 
vital, worthy cause will mean the 
realization of the goal here of 
$9,940. 

Frank K. Nichols, ‘campaign 
chairman, met with his precinct 
captains in the city hall Wednes- 
day night for final instructions. 
He outlined the imperative need 
for support and he appealed for 
an immediate city-wide campaign. 
He appealed to the general public 
to respond at the first call and to 
give far more than ever. 


NEED IT VITAL 

“We must meet the goal, and to 
meet the goal we must get con- 
tributions from at least 2,400 
families,” Mr. Nichols told his 
captains. And then he presented 
these figures; 

“We can meet our quota if 10 
people each give $100, 20 people 
give $50 each, 50 people $25 each, 
250 people $10 each, 400 people 
$5 each, 500 people $2 each, and 
1,190 people $1 each.”

LOCAL BUDGET 

The local budget is made up as 
follows: 

Home service, $900; disaster 
and nutrition, $100; first aid and 
accident prevention, $150; junior 
Red Cross, $50; war relief pro- 
duction, $1,140; 
pital committee, $500; 
tration, $600, 
$300. 

The national budget will be 
used for meeting national emer- 
gencies and for aiding the strick- 
en peoples in the war-torn coun- 
tries. Last year the Red Cross 
spent $65,769.75 on helping 20,- 
000,000 people 
and Africa. 

Administrative expenses of the 
National Red Cross were 2.88 per 
cent of their total expenditure, 
according to, Mr. Nichols.

J. R. Johnston Rounds Out 


24 Years 


In figuring up his rainfall totals 
Thursday, when the re-appearance 
of the sun indicated the current 
storm had ended, J. R. Johnston 
revealed some interesting records. 

This month marks the round- 
ing out of 24 consecutive years 
that Mr. Johnston has kept an ac- 
curate account of the rainfall at 
his ranch home on West Twenty- 
second street. This service, it- 
self, is a distinctive record, being 
just a few years short of the 
time served by the late A. P. 
Harwood, who began keeping the 
rain record in July of 1891, turn- 
ing the work over to Mr. Johnston 
24 years ago. : 

The 1942-43 season figures now 
stand this way: 

For the storm just passed, 5.43 
inches. 

For the season to date, 27.81 
inches. : 

_. One year ago to date, 10.53 
inches. 

SEASON RECORD 
During the 24 years that Mr. 
Johnston has. kept the records,

of Rain Recording 


} 27.81 inches marks the heaviest 
rainfall recorded in any one sea- 
son up to March 1. The nearest 
approach to this season’s figure 
was in the spring of 1937, when 
the record stood at 27.02 on 
March 1. In 1922, the March 1 
réading for the season was 26.56. 
No other season approached these 
figures, not even in 1941, when 
| Se all-time season record stood 
at 42.40 in June. In that year 
17.76 inches of rain fell 
March 1. 


JANUARY MAKES RECORD 

In the month of January just 
past, another 24-year record was 
made. In that month the rain- 
fall measured 16.10 inches, the 
heaviest in the 24 years. 

This figure, however, was ex- 
ceeded in two other Januarys 
since 1892. In January, 1914, the 
rainfall was 17.22 inches, and in 
the memorable January of 1916, 
the figure for that one month 
rose to 27.72 inches. But that 
does not affect this January’s 
claim of a 24-year record.

SIGN UP CLOSES 
HERE AT 8P.M. 


Food rationing books are going 
out steadily to Upland household- 
ers in this the final day of the 
sign-up here. 

By noon approximately 6,400 
books had been issued at the three 
Upland schools, which are ration- 
ing registration headquarters. 

The registration period will 
close here at 8 p.m. in the Up- 
land Elementary school and Sierra 
Vista school, and 6:30 p.m. in the 
Eighteenth Street school. 

The registration period will not 
be extended here and local people 
who have not received their prec- 
ious war ration book No. 2 will 
have to obtain it through the gen- 





eral rationing board office, On- 
tario. 
Harold W. Cock, superintend- 


ent, under whose direction the 
registration has been conducted, 
predicted a rush of registrants 
late this afternoon. 

When the sugar ration registra- 
tion was held in May, 1942, a 
total of 7,192 books were issued. 

The food ration total is expect- 
ed to be considerably in excess of 
that figure. 

Emphasis {s placed on the fact 
that the sign-up period ends here 
tonight and the teachers and all 
the assistants are eager to serve 
as many local people as possible.

RELIEF CIFTS 


TAXES DISCUSSED) 10 BE MADE HERE 





Pointing out that public ser- 
vices cost money and thus the 
tax rate must be high enough to 
cover the costs of ‘‘what the peo- 
ple want’, Harold Zenz, in a 
scholarly and analytical manner 
discussed government at _ the 
meeting of the Upland Lions club 
at noon yesterday. He spoke at 
the meeting in the Red Hill Coun- 
try club house. 

“It is possible now to reduce 
the amount of street and park 
maintenance as an economy move 
but as soon as that might be 
done you would hear strong com- 
plaints about the necessity more 
than ever right now of keeping up 
pride in one’s community,” de- 


|clared the deputy county clerk, 


whose boyhood was spent in Up- 
land. He is the son of Anton 
Zenz. 

He presented many other illus- 
trations to emphasize that the 
public expects much in “services” 
and then complains about high 
taxes. 

“Delegations appear before tax 
levying agencies asking for a re- 
duction in taxes, but no one ever 
comes and asks for a reduction 
in services,” he .forcefully com- 
mented. 

He included local, county, state 
and federal governments in his 
address on “Do We Have Too 
Much Government?” 

A warning was given in his 
phrase: “It is easier to hire than 
fire’, as he referred to the count- 
less agencies that have been es- 
tablished in recent years. He 
mentioned the possible difficulty 
of having these agencies aban- 
doned when peace comes. 

Another feature of the meeting 
was the appearance of Miss Nina 
Nesbit, Chaffey studenty who will 
represent the Upland and Ontario 
Lions clubs in the student speak- 
ers contest. She delivered her 
address on “Liberty and Justice 
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In all of the conquered nations 
of Europe, as the war stretches 
out into another year of suffer- 
ing and misery, and in those un- 
conquered countries that still are 
fighting the enemy, there is in- 
creasing need for aid for the 
stricken civilian populations. 

In Russia, England and China, 
whose soldiers are fighting val- 
iantly; in crushed Poland, Hol- 
land, Greece and France, the ci- 
vilians—the babies and children, 
the women and old men—are suf- 
fering unto death. They. must 
have aid if they are to survive. 
They must have aid, if their arm- 
ies are to continue to fight. 

The United Nations War Re- 
lief campaign is being conducted 
in behalf of those civilians. 

All persons in Upland desiring 
to contribute to this fund, should 
give their checks or cash gifts to 
Harland P. Horak in the Upland 
branch of the Bank of America. 

Mr. Horak has been designated 
as treasurer for the campaign 
fund in Upland. 

Dr. Samuel Hughes, requested 
by New York and Los Angeles 
officials of the United Nations 
War Relief campaign to serve as 
chairman for the Upland district, 
has been appointed to that chair- 
manship by Mayor Eugene Nis- 
bet.

Total cost of the project can 
not exceed $415,000. This fi 
is to cover the cost of the co 
struction, placing of all utility an 
sewer lines, sidewalks, pavement 
and curbs. 

Four houses will have four bed- 
rooms, eight houses will be of one 
bedroom size, while 62 structures 
will have two bedrooms, and 26 
will have three bedrooms, All the 
Structures will be duplexes except. 
the four bedroom dwellings. 

Site of the housing project, is 
on the east side of Campus ave- 
nue, north of Foothill boulevard. 
Forming a central structure 
among the duplexés will be a com- 
munity hall, main feature of 
which will be a social room, 18 
feet by 30 feet in size. 

Brick will be used in the build- 
ing of the dwellings. The com- 
munity hall will be of frame con- 
struction. 

The houses will be made avail- 
able to defense workers on a rent- 
al basis. The rent scale will not 
be a flat figure. Instead it will 
be one-fifth of each tenant fam- 
ily’s total income. If there are 
three or more children in the fam- 
ily, the rent basis will be one- 
sixth of the income, according to 
Mrs. Douglas Black, secretary @f 
the authority. The rent includes 
water and gas, these utilities to 
be obtained for the project 
through one meter for each util- 
Electricity will be sold to 
each family on a regular retail 
basis. 

Members of the housing com- 
mission are Mr. Schowalter, chair- 
man; Everett W. Henry, vices 
chairman; Henry Busch, Mrs. lL.

Dangers of Indifference to Country’s Needs 
And Perils of Hidden Propaganda Told

The speaker was E. L. DeForest 
of San Antonio Heights, a teach- 
er in the Ontario junior high 
school. His topic was “I Saw 
Europe Go To War”.

As a representative of the 
London summer school of the 
University of Boston, Mr. De- 


Forest was in France when Hit- 
ler began his history-making con- 
quest of Czechoslovakia and the 
other small countries that soon 
lay prostrate under his blows. 

France was beautiful. France 
was at peace and the French peo- 
ple were gay. Hitler would not 
hurt them. Hitler loved France. 
Had he not told them so public- 
ally, in the newspapers? 

The French people, as a whole, 
did not know that the French 
newspapers were controlled by 
large money-lenders and that 
Germany controlled the money- 
lenders, so they believed the cam- 
ouflaged German propaganda, Mr. 
DeForest explained. 

The French people did not real- 
{ize that war was upon them, the 

Speaker said, until almost sud- 
{denly the country was @OWded 
| with fleeing ¥efugeea, bringing 
stories of the horrors they had 
suffered. With her resistance 
weakened by German propaganda 
and undermined by traitors with- 
in their own country, France lay 
an easy prey for the conquering 
Germans. 

Realizing that the first move 
by Hitler’s armies meant an Eur- 
opean conflagration, and amazed 
by the indifference of the French 
people, Mr. DeForest immediately 
began preparations to return 
England. 


thing to do and the experiences 
he encountered on that round- 
about trip at times were very 
amusing—as Mr. DeForest now 
tells them. 

By that time feverish prepara- 
tions for war were going on 
everywhere. Huge, gripping post- 
ers appeared giving warning and 
{nstructions. Soldiers were every- 
where. Mr. DeForest turned his 
entire attention to the business 
of getting back to America. 

The results achieved in France 
by the diabolically clever propa- 
gandists who wormed their way 
into all phases of French life, 
deeply impressed the Speaker and 
when he hears Americans in this 
country casting doubt upon the 
leaders in their conduct of the 
war and predicting dire things to 
happen here if we continue to 
Share the war burdens of other 
countries—he again sees poor, 
deluded France, now lying chain- 
ed in abject misery and degrada- 
tion.. When he hears Americans 
complain of the hardships of ra- 
tioning, of the interruption of 
business and of pleasure, he vis- 
ions George Washington and his 
ragged army at Valley Forge. 

These were the thoughts Mr. 
DeForest gave his audience to 
ponder over. 

He closed his address with a 
reference to Captain Eddie Rick: 
enbacher’s experience in learning 
of God during the weeks he was 
lost on the broad Pacific, and the 
Speaker appealed for a display of 
courage and loyalty, of staunch 
Support of this country’s leaders 
and armed forces, based upon a 
steadfast faith in God.

TO ATTEND SCHOOL 


Under the direction of Mrs. 
Theodore Stamm, chairman, and 
Mrs. Robert D. Blake, newly ap- 
pointed vice-chairman, active 
preparation for starting the Up- 
land Red Cross chapter’s new 
project, the surgical dressings de- 
partment, will begin next week 
when three of the leaders enter 
a class of instruction in San 
Bernardino.

The school in San Bernardino 
will be held on March 38, 4 and 
5, and Mrs. Stamm, Mrs. Blake 
and Mrs. Paul Adams, chairman 
of the Red Cross chapter, will 
attend on each of the three days, 
learning the complete process in 
making the surgical dressings. 
On each day, each of those three 
women will take over another wo- 
man to learn a certain phase of 
the work, so that at the conclu- 
sion of the three days school, the 
three leaders will be prépared 
to give complete instruction in 
making the dressings, and nine 
others will be ready to instruct 
workers in a particular part of 
the process. 

WORKERS NEEDED 

Need for the surgical dressings 
is urgent and to produce the quota 
assigned to Upland no fewer than 
15 women must be at work each 
day. 

These facts reveal the need for 
many volunteers. Mrs. Stamm 
asks that any person interested 
in helping with this work call her 
any morning after March 6. Her 
telephone number is 315-154. 

Taking an important part in 
the operation ,of the surgical 
dressings department, the Upland 
Junior Welfare League, of which 
Mrs. Stamm {s a member, has un- 
dertaken to supply the daily chair- 
men for the work room.
